The Internal Revenue Service 
reported today that federal agents 
seized more illegal whisky— 
4,983 gallons—in Georgia in 
August than in any other state. 

In addition, the report said, 
114 stills .and 57,781 gallons of 
mash were seized and 116 per- 
sons arrested. 

The overall haul represented 
property valued at $43,575, in- 
cluding 35 vehicles taken in raids. 

“The report showed that North 
Carolina topped all states in 
the number of stills seized—261. 
More mash, 156,315 gallons of it, 
also was confiscated in the Tar 
Heel State. But in the quantity 
of ready liquor seized, North 
Carolina was far below Georgia, 
yielding only 2,776 gallons.

“biocontrol” has pointed the way 
to such a possibility.

Four major power companies 
serving most of the Carolinas 
and Virginia will announce 
Plans Thursday to pioneer in 
atomic production of electricity 
for industry and homes in the 
three states.

Said Failing 
Upset Child 
Most elementary school teach- 

ers do not have enough knowl- 

edge and understanding to cope 
with the average child’s emo- 
tional needs and problems. 

That, according to Dr. Olive 
Renfroe, teacher education co- 
ordinator of the State Department 
of Education, is one of today’s 
major edugational problems. 

Dr. Renfroe cited the prob- 
lem during a panel discussion 

Wednesday night at the opening 

session of the annual three-day 


meeting of Georgia's instruc- 
tional supervisors here. 


EDUCATION GAP 
“Teacher blind spots in han- 


dling emotionally upset children 
are caused by a lack of proper 
education in recognizing symp- 
toms of emotional troubles,’’ she 
pointed out. 


“The lack of basic skill in ob- 
serving children’s behavior could 
be overcome through an éx- 
panded program of teacher edt- 
cation. A prospective teacher 
simply cannot learn how to han- 
dle emotional problems in the 
classroom, along with everything 
else she must learn, in only four 
years,’’ Dr. Renfroe said. 


Other members of the panel in 
which Dr. Renfroe participated 
were Dr. Herman Martin, Emory 
University professor of psychol- 
ogy, and Mrs. Nell McGlothlin, 
coordinator of student teaching 
at Oglethorpe University. 
MULTIPLE CAUSES 


Dr. Martin asserted that an 
emotionally upset child is the re- 
sult of ‘‘multiple restrictions and 
frustrations’”’ developed when the 
child is exposed to modern day 
society. 

Mrs. McGlothlin advised edu- 
cational supervisors to work 
closely with teachers to help 
them spot emotional problems in 
the classroom. , 

A banquet at 7 p.m. Thurs- 
day at the Dinkler Plaza Hotel 
will highlight the second day of 
the supervisors’ conference.

CHARLESTON, S.C., Oct. 3 (#—Three airmen per- 


ished in the flaming wreckage of a C124 Globemaster 


that crashed today while attempting an instrument land- 
ing at the Charleston Air Force Base. Seven crew mem- 


bers survived. 


A Georgian, T. Sgt. Colonel 


Kramer, 31, flight engineer, of 
Brunswick was listed among the 
injured. The Air Force announce- 
ment said his injuries were not 
critical. 

The huge transport plane, in- 
bound from Bermuda, made two 
instrument approaches in an ear- 
ly morning fog.

The Globemaster apparently hit 
a tree before it smashed to earth 
near the base administration 
building and tipped over on its 
left wing.
